Senator ‘Mitchell and Representative 
Hermann Will Ask Grand Jury to 
Purge Them of Suspicion in Land Case 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.—[Special.]— 
Senator John H. Mitchell and Representative 
Binger Hermann of Oregon left today for 
Portland, Ore., to testify before the grand 
jury now probing into the new features of 
the land frauds. 

Telegrams were received today by Senator 
Mitchell and Representative Hermann stat- 
ing that 8.

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 18.—Gen. Stoes- 


sel’'s dispatches to the emperor, which were | 


received Friday night, were given out to- 
day. The first is dated Nov. 25, and is as 
follows: 

“T am happy to inform your majesty that 
on Noy. 20, after an increased bombard- 
ment, the Japanese attacked one of the forts 
on the northeastern front and leaped with 


'-& portion of their forces on the parapet. 


They were annihilated by rifle fire and the 
bayonet and thrown back into the trenches. 
Their reserves were scattered by shrapnel. 

“From Nov. 21 to Nov. 23 the enemy vio- 
lently bombarded the fort, and, in spite of 
srent losses, effected by their perseverance, a 
passage between two forts on the north- 
eastern front. 


Two Jap Assaults Repulsed. 

“ At 5:30 o'clock in the evening of Nov. 23,

They returned to the assault at midnight and 
again occupied a part of the trenches, but 
were annjhilated by our bayonets.

The attacks 
began on the night of the 25th against our 
left flank, near Pigeon bay. The first was 
repulsed with great loss to the Japanese.

Secret Rendezvous in the Pacific.

LONDON, Dec. 7.—[{Correspondence.]—The 
warships of the Russian Baltic fleet, com- 
prising the best of the remaining ~iement of 
the Russian navy, are today on all sides of 
the African continent working their way 
singly or in groups to a secret rendezvous 
somewhere in the Indian ocean. = 

The approximate locatipn of the secret 
rendezvous in the Indian ocean has been de- 
termined by outside observers with reason- 
able accuracy. Naval experts believe the 
place of meeting has been fixed by strategists 
near the Chogos archipelago, a group of 
coral islands, practically uninhabited, form- 
ing a dependency of the British colony of 
Mauritius and situated 2,100 miles southwest 
of Aden and 2,350 miles to the northwest of 
Delagoa bay. The date is fixed at from Dec. 
25 to Jan. 1. 

From the Chagos islands to Batavia, the 
next probable stop, the fleet will have a run 
of 2,090 miles, or nine or ten days, and it is 
reasonable to look for news of the Rusisans 
from Batavia, if they go there, some time 
during the first week of January. 


Then in Danger Zone. 

Saigon, in French Indo-China, is 1,100 miles 
north of Batavia, and there it is possible the 
Russians would be welcomed and the facili- 
ties of the port be extended them. Proceed- 
ing north from Saigon the fleet, now clearly 
in the danger zone of attack, would doubt- 
less pass between the Philippines and the 
coast of China, but from here on its course 
would depend upon its ultimate destination 
and the fortunes of war.

| MOSCOW, Dec. 18.—The police and Cos- 
sacks today dispersed a crowd of 3,000 scu- 
dents, who had assembled in the principal 
streets and in front of the governor's palace. 
Three hundred of the students were arresat- 
ed and sixty were injured. ene 

Fortunately the agitators did not succeed 
in drawing the workingmen from the fac- 
tories into the disturbance, and after,many 
collisions, the police firing blank volleys and 
charging with their sabers, the crowds were 
finally dispersed. 

As far.as is known none of the rioters was 
killed. One policeman is reported to have 
been fatally injured. Many on both sides 
were roughly handled. 

The authorities knew in advance that trou- 
ble was impending, and many houses along 
Tverskaia street were specially guarded, and 
extra policemen were on duty in the streets. 
Several squadrons of mounted gendarmerie 
were concealed in the courtyards of houses, 
ready for an emergency. | 


, Threaten Grand Duke’s Palace. 


The crowds began to collect at midday in 
Tverskaia street, students, young men, and 
women mixing with the general public. The 
thoroughfare was soon congested with a 
mass of moving humanity, which converged 
on Strastni square, where 3,000 persons as- 
sembled, many armed with clubs and carry- 
ing flags. 

The crowd, singing, moved towards the pal- 
ace of Grand Duke Sergius, the governor 
general of Moscow. The police attempted 
to block the street, whereupon the trouble 
began in earnest. The crowd broke through 
the cordon, and one policeman was knocked 
down and, it is thought, fatally hurt. 

Battalions of police were brought up at 
double quick to reinforce their comrades. 
Sticks and stones were freely used by the 
mob, which threatened to again break 
through the cordon. | 

The police, under orders of their chief, fired 
several blank volleys, and mounted .men 
charged, using the flats of their swords. 


_ Mob Fights Stubbornly. 

The mob fought stubbornly, but finally 
broke and sotght shelter in the side streets. 
Here the police were again severely pressed, 
as the detachments stationed at the open- 
ings of these streets to keep people out of 
Tverskaia street were caught between the 
retreating mob on one side and throngs of 
curious spectators on the other. 

Many of the demonstrators who broke 
through the cordon of police paraded in side 
streets in small groups, waving. flags and 
singing. A crowd of 500 collected in front 
of the theater, where revolutionary flags 
were hoisted amid shouts of “ Long live | 
freedom.”’ 

The police were not prepared at this point, 
and the crowd, gathering volume, moved 
from the square .to Neglina street and Koo- 
minestki bridge, the chief street of Moscow, 
where the police met them. Another stub- 
born fight ensued, ending, as the first had 
done, with three blank volleys and saber 
charges. 

The disturbances continued at isolated 
| spots throughout the afternoon. 


Shops Turned Into Hospitals. 

Many shops were turned into hospitals, 
where the wounds of both rioters and police 
were temporarily dressed. 

The workmen held aloof from the demon- 
stration, employers having given them warn- 
ing that any participating would be dis- 
missed. A few onlookers were hurt. | 

Quiet was finally restored, though almost 
every smal? street was traversed by small 
‘singing and shouting groups during the 
course of the afternoon. 


INDIANA MAN IS LOCATED — 
AFTER FIVE YEARS’ SEARCH. 


John A. Lahr of Lafayette, Ind., Who 
| Disappeared in 1899, in Hotel Busi- 
ness at Bellingham, Wash. 


Lafayette, Ind., Dec. 18.—[Special.]— 
Stranger than fiction is the story of the dis- 
appearance of John A. Lahr five years ago 
and the discovery that he is in the hotel 
business at Bellingham, Wash. ° 

Lahr owned the Hotel Lahr and was re- 
garded as a man with unlimited means. He 
had a wife and family, and the social stand- 
ing of the Lahrs was second to none in 
Lafayette.’ One night “in June, 1899, Lahr 
disappeared. Not a flaw could be fouftd in 
his business transactions. His estate was 
solvent, and these facts made the disap-. 
pearance all the more mysterious, His wife 
was prostrated. 

Two weeks after his disappearance a regis- 
tered letter was received here, It had been 
mailed at Chicago, and authorized local at- 
torneys to act for him in all matters that 
affected his interests. A tracer was sent to 
Chicago, but Lahr had left before the letter 
| reached its destination. 

Lahr’s daughter Natalie married and 
moved to Butte, Mont., and In the meantime 
search was kept up for her father. About 
two months ago James Noel, an attorney of 
Indianapolis, was here and remarked that 
a friend of his knew of the whereabouts 
of Lahr. A letter written to Noel’s friend 
resulted in Lahr’s daughter locating her 
father in Bellingham. Lahr’s wife die 
shortly after his disappearance.

FEDERAL AGENTS HINT OF TIP ON 
MRS. CHADWICE’S CAREER. 


Cleveland Woman Reported to Have 
Purchased Large Assortment of 
Gems in France and Holland at the 
Time She Took Party of Ten Young 
Women on Tour of Europe —Ingquiry 
Is Being Made at Paris and The 
Hague. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.—[Special.]— 
Secret service detectives are at work on 
Clews that seem to show that Mrs. Chad- 
wick has been a smuggler of diamonds. 
Treasury authorities say they have received 
authentic tips that she brought in large 
quantities of diamonds on which she evaded 
payment of duties. The story goes back to 
the time when Mrs. Chadwick took the party 
of ten young women from the best known 
families of Cleveland on a tour of Europe, 
paying $10,000 for the tickets and expenses 
of the whole party. : 

In France and Holland Mrs. Chadwick is 
said to have made purchases of diamonds 
whose aggregate value was at lest $200,000. 
She had not carried so much money with her 
and cabled for the amount. In due time a 
draft was sent her. | 

The person in New York who raised the 
$200,000 is understood to have made a non- 
committal statement to the government offi- 
clals, which affords a basis for further in- 
vestigation. The inquiry is being prosecuted 
not only in New ‘York and Cleveland but 
also in Paris and The Hague. 


Signature'a Clumsy Forgery. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 18.—{Special.]—The 
Philadelphia North American will tomorrow 
morning publish the following statement pre- 
pared especially for it by Prof. H. D. Gould, 
who has been retained by Prosecutor Keeler 
of Cleveland to aid in the prosecution of Mrs. 
Cassie L. Chadwick for. forgery: é 

** Both the $10,000,000 of trust and the 
$5,000,000 Carnegie note are forgeries and the 
handwriting on both is the same. , 

**T have not yet examined the originals an 
until I have done that I would not care to go 
on the witness stand and swear away the 
liberty of any one; but from a careful scru- 
tiny of exact facsimiles, there is no doubt in 
my mind that the person who wrote the body 
of the trust deed also penned the $5,000,000 
note in addition, and signed the name of An- 
drew Carnegie to both those documents, 


Indorsement Is Genuine. 


“T also believe that the same person who 
indited those two documents also signed the 
name ‘C. L. Chadwick,’ signed as indorse- 
ment, to the $5,000,000 note. In other words, 
the ‘C. L. Chadwick’ of the indorsement, 
if that be the genuine signature of the wom- 
an, that it is presumed to be, is the same per- 
son who prepared the bogus securities and 
then signed the name of Andrew Carnegie 
to them. 

“The only writing on the fake securities 
that was indited by an outsider is that one 
line above Mrs. Chadwick's indorsement of 
the $5,000,000 note which reads, ‘ Pay to the 
order of Iri Reynolds, trustee.’ 

*T] have not studied Iri Reynolds’ penman- 
ship and autograph as yet and hence Ido not 
know whether his name was written on the 
back of the note by himself or another. But 
I do know that {it was not written by Cassie 
L. Chadwick if her own signature is genu- 
ine, as it: must 

“The signature on the trust deed is much 
the best forgery that has so far appeared in 
the Chadwick case. The Oberlin forgeries 
are mere chili’s attempts compared to this. 
There is deliberate imitation of the real 
Carnegie autograph here. 

Deed and Note in Same Hand, 


“There is no doubt as to the deed and the 
note being in the same hand. There is no 
doubt in my mind, although I wouldn’t take 
oath to it, that the hand which penned the 
documents signed the name of Andrew Car- 
negie to them. A strong preponderance of 
the evidence indicates that the same hand 
also wrote ‘C. L. Chadwick ’ in the indorse- 
say that the element of doubt, 
due to the limited examination of the fac- 
similes and the absence of the originals, is 
about 1 per cent.”

Loga rt, Ind., Dec. 18.—[Special.]—The 

defaications of Elder Frank Obenchain, 
treasurer of Cass county, have proved so 
much more extensive than at first supposed 
that they now threaten not only the bank- 
ruptcy of his dozen bondsmen but the finan- 
cial ruin of three or four business firms. 
They have already caused the appointment 
of a receiver for the Miskimen Furnace com- 
pany, of which Obenchain was treasurer, 
and a brief run on three local banks was 
only averted by the alacrity with which the 
cashiers heaped gold upon the counters and 
paid all comers. 
There was much sympathy for Obenchain, 
who was believed to be the victim of selfish 
friends, but it has changed to wrath among 
his bondsmen when it was disclosed that in 
addition to having a shortage of $50,000, 
which the records show he advanced to pri- 
vate firms and individuals, Obenchain had 
a further shortage of $25,000, which he now 
is believed to have taken with him when he 
fled. 

His bondsmen will confer on Wednesday 
to consider offering $10,000 reward for Oben- 
chain’s arrest. They figure that if he can be 
brought back and induced to aid in untan-

He argued that these 
two things should not be combined In one 
body, and that the interstate commerce com- 
mission could not possess both legislative and 
judicial powers. That is to say, the machin- 
ery which was proper to makeinquiry would.

-“ On the other hand, the court should not 
fix the rate, but should simply review it. 
Therefore, it might seem that it would be 
necessary to have the interstate commerce 
commission or a tribunal! of a similar kind, 
and a special court to review its decision. 

*“ Railroad men all have objected to the 
interstate commerce commi*sion. They say 
it does not command any respect, its per- 
sonnel is not what it should be, and that it 
has been made a place of political reward, 
positions being filled by men who had done 
service to their party but who possessed no 
particular expert acquaintance with the rail- 
road subject. This is partially true, of 
course, and yet I told this man, as I told 
other railroad presidents, that the commis- 
sion had degenerated because it had been 
shorn of all authority.

Its aim is to promote the welfare of the 
enlisted men of both branches of the service, 
and its members probably know more about 
the condition’ and needs of these men’ than to 
any other women in thecountry. The league 
has been investigating lately the effects of 
the abolition of the canteen. The result of 
its inquiry is to be a petition to congress 
“ urging that the canteen or post. exchange, 
with the same conditions ag to a restricted 
sale of beer and light wines as existed prior 
to Feb. 2, 1901, be restored at an early 


The members of the league, unlike their 
sisters of the W. ©. T. U., did not come to 
the canteen Giiéstion looking for facts to 
sustain a previously adopted conclusion re- d 
specting the best methods to promote tem- 
perance. They came looking for facts from 
which a réasonable conclusion cbuld be de- 
duced. They found the facts, preconceived 
theories’ aside, ‘to be that the morale and 
discipline of the army have not improved, 
but have rapidly deteriorated, since the can- 
Abolished, and they have therefore 
come té the same decision as practically all 
other sensible and disinterested people who 
have, really investigated the matter—viz.:

In 1887, out of 82,545 deaths 
in London, 17,000 took place in public insti- 
tutions for paupers. This being the norma) 
state of affairs, some idea may be formed of 
the frightful conditions existing among the 
laboring class when, as now, the country 
is suffering from a severe industrial depres- 
sions” Hundreds of thousands of men and 
women are ont of work, their little savings 
are gone, and hunger and starvation stalk 
throughevery partoftheland. 

If the same conditions existed in France,

ALDERMEN-AT-LARGE. 


at-large for Chicago is that such representa- 
tives would be able to devote their entire 
attention to matters pertaining to the gen- 
eral welfare of the city, and that they would 
not be confined to the petty local interests of 
a particular ward. It is said that many 
aldermen have their time taken up with 
matters which concern only a portion of the 
city, and that in many cases they are more 
anxious to secure benefits for their con- 
stituents than to promote enterprises of 
broad public policy. Aldermen depend for 
reélection upon the voters of a particular 
ward. Therefore they are naturally desir 
ous of securing special privileges and per- 
quisites for citizens in their ward. In that 
way the general interests of Chicago have 
no special champions. Aldermen-at-large 
would more truly represent Chicago than 
ward aldermen. 

This argument assumes that the right kind 
of men would be elected aldermen-at-large. 


man-at-large men of large experience in 
public life would have to be elected. The 
office would not be justified unless such 
men were elected. Is there any guarantee 
that they would. be? tes 
Under the present system of aldermanic 
elections the voters of each ward elect one 
alderman every spring. They have to de- 
cide upon the merits of two or three candi- 


hood. If tem or twelve aldermen-at-large 
were to be elected the voters would have 
between thirty and forty candidates to scru- 
tinize. The majority of these candidates 
would be from other warde than that in 
which the voter lived. He would know 
little, if anything, about them. 

What would be the result? The averhge 


ing mass of names that had as little mean- 
ing to him as did the multitude of candidates 
for county commissioner at the last genera] 
election. He would make no more effort to 
ecrutinize the merits of the candidates than 
he did in the case of the commissioners. He 
would take refuge in his partisanship and 
probably vote for a group of party nominees, 
The attention which he might intelligently 
give to the election of one good ward alder- 
man would be dissipated by the additional 
responsibilty of selecting a dozen aldermen- 
| at-large. Less intelligence being exercised 
in the election of aldermen-at-large than in 
the election of a ward representative, can 
it be expected that the right class of men 
would be put into the council to attend to 
the general interests of the city? Would it 
not be better to leave the welfare of Chicago 
to aldermen elected with discrimination than 
to ten or twelve elected with little, if any, 
discrimination?

correct. The results of his investigation are 
published in the World’s Work for De- 
Mr. Tomlinson finds there has been a con- 
siderable decline in the total number of 
theological students since 1870, and that 
there has been a shifting 6f the source of 
supply which is even more marked. The 
eastern colleges have a much smaller num- 
ber of such students than formerly. Be- 
tween 1850 and 1857 Yale, for example, had 
567 graduates, of whom 123 became min- 
isters, while of this school’s 1,183 graduates 
between 1890 and 1895 only forty-nine be-. 
came ministers. Other eastern schools’ out- 
put of preachers shows, it is said, a similar 
decline. On the other hand, the number of 
ministers graduated in the south and west 
has increased. Western and southern preach- 
ers are filling the pulpits of New Dngland. 
While the number of theological students 
has been diminishing, the quality of them, 
Mr. Tomlinson thinks, as a result of his ip- 
vestigation, has also been declining. In re- 
sponse to hig inquiries he received a large 
number of letters from college presidents, 
and most of them reported a decided deteri- 
oration in the candidates for the ministry at 
their schools. Various explanations of the 
fact were offered. One college president 
thought it was because “the ministry as a 
profession has lost ground in comparison ” 
with other professions. Another believed it 
was due to “the relative decrease in the 
power and scope of the church in modern 
life.” Secretary Phelps of Yale suspects 
that “many parents discourage their boys 
from entering the ministry because they do 


not feel that it affords so great-an opportu- 


nity for distinction as do other positions.” 
The opinion most frequently expressed by 
thirty business men who wrote to Mr. Tom- 
linson was that ambitious and able young 
men avoid the pulpit because of “ the com- 
parative and compulsory poverty of the 
ministry.” “The lack of. freedom,” -“ the 
short and shortening period of service,” 
“ the difficulty of maintaining a home on the 
meager salaries given” were reasons ad- 
vanced by most of the ministers with whom 
Mr. Tomlinson communicated. to explain 
why their .profession was less attractive 
than formerly. 

If it be true that the ability and character 
as well as the number of candidates for the 


‘Protestant ministry are declining as fast as 


is represented, American Protestantism is 
facing a serious problem. The preacher is 
not so supremely important a factor in the 
life and activities of the church as he used 
to be. The laity daily counts for more in 
both its thought and work. But the clergy 
as a whole is bound to be the leader of the 
church as a whole. If the clergy be blind 
the church also is likely to be blind, and the 
scriptures say pretty explicitly what hap- 
pens if the blind lead the blind.

VON STERNBURG'S 


trip to Europe at this particular} 


juncture, that is to say, at the most 

stormy season of the year, is quite 

naturally associated with the exten- 
sive ‘movement now in progress in the - 
matic service of the kaiser. Three frst class 
embassies in Europe are about to become 
vacant. Count Alvensieben is retiring on 
the score of age from the post of ambasse- 
dor at St. Petersburg, Herr von Radowitz 
is withdrawing on similar grounds from the 
embassy at Madrid, while Baron Marschall 
von Bieberstein has intimated that age and 
failing health will prevent his remaining any 
longer as ambassador at Constantinople, 
where he has been stationed ever since he 


‘resigned the .post of secretary of state for 


foreign affairs at Berlin nearly ten years ago. 
While it is rumored that Count Monts, now 
ambassador at Rome, will be transferred to 
St. Petersburg, and Herr von Schoen, now 
minister at Copenhagen, will be promoted 
to the rank of ambassador at Madrid, noth- 
ing definite has been settled about the mat- 
ter as yet, dnd it is by no meane improbable 
that in the shuffle Baron Speck von Stern- 
burg may secure his transfer from Wash- 
ington, to some other embassy in Europe. 
This would come to him in the nature of 


a@ promotion. For although the German mis-" 


sion at Washington is a first class embassy, 
yet it is inferior in pay and allowances as well 
as in other sundry advantages to missions 
of the same grade in Burope. Thus an am- 
bassador stationed in Europe necessarily 
remains in closer touch with his sovereign 
and with his chiefs at home, who have it in 
their power to make or mar his prospects, 
than diplomats so far away as Wash- 
ington. 

Then, too, the envoys in European capitals 
have many more opportunities of winning 
those decorations and orders of knighthood 
which are so hig y prized by them and 
which constitute t merely articles of 
personal adornment but likewise tokens of 
the consideration in which the wearer is 
held -by the monarch or government which 
has conferred them. 

Nor is it possible to deny that foreign 
ambassadors in Europe enjoy more pre- 
rogatives, social as well as official, than 
here,’ while it is hardly necessary to point 
out that the brilliant festivities and the 
pomp and ceremony of a monarchical court 
possess in the eyes of ambassadresses and 
sometimes of ambassadors as well attrac- 
tions which outweigh those which it is in 
the power of a republican government to 
offer.

Were the Speck von Sternburgs to be trans- 
ferred to Madrid, to Rome, or to St. Peters- 
burg they would exchange their dingy and 
unimpressive small house at Washington, 
which it seems almost a satire to describe 
as an embassy, for stately palaces, superbly 
appointed, furnished in every particular 
down to the silver plate at the expense of 


. the: government, while at Constantinople 


they would have not merely a palace in the 
city but also a suburban country seat at 
Therapia; on the most attractive portion of 
the shores of the Bosporus, for residence 
in the summer, maintained for them by their 
government, together with steam launches, 
state barges, and a government dispatch 
boat, which the ambassador is allowed to 
use as a steam yacht. : 
True, Baron Sternburg has ambassa- 
dor but for two years. Indeed, it is not even 
quite so long ago as that since he was pro- 
moted at one bound from the rank of consul 


general at Calcutta to ambassador at Wash-- 


ington. But he is regarded in Berlin as hav- 
ing shown himself able and as having been 


extremely successful, so much so that he is. 


entitled to promotion. Kt need, therefore, as- 
tonish no one if news is received one of these 
Gays from Berlin to the effect that Baron 
Speck von Sternburg has been traneterred 
to some European embassy; making way 
here probably for Baron Mumm von 
Schwartzenstein, now minister in .China,

@ pagoda. Pagodas figure’ ely’ among 
the bric-A-brac of his palaces at Laeken and 
at Brussels, especially in hig private apart- 
ments. There are pagodas of porcelain, 
ivory, ebony, of silver, and indeed of every 
conceivable material, while some years ago 
I recalled his keeping people employed for 
several months in hunting through all the 
curio shops of Parig and of other European 


capitals to find for him some oriental 
bronzes In the shape of pagodas perched on 


the backs of elephants, and upon which he 
had set his heart. They were ultimately 
found, with great difficulty, In a second hand 
shop in Paris. But the king was delighted, 
and they figure amongst his treasured pose 
sessions. 


If I mention this it is because he has just 
completed at a cost of close upon half a 
million of dollars the construction ofa species 
of pagoda in the grounds of his suburban 
palace of Laeken. It stands in the park near 
Jean de Bologne’s fountain of Neptune, and 
rises to the height of near 150 feet above 
the pedestal» There are about eight or ten 
stories to the pagoda, all the windows are of 
stained glass; and when at night it is lighted 
up by thousands of small electric globes the 
effect is most fairy like. The interior is deco- 
rated on a scale of extraordinary magnifi- 
cence. ,Both China and Japan have been 
ransacked for the costly wooden carvings 
and superb lacquer panels, while the furniture 
is of carved,ebony, inlaid with ivory, mother 
of pearl, and silver. Close by is a Chinese 
restaurant, from ‘which all the meals are 
served to the’ king when he is resting In his 
pagoda, 

But since it has been completed no visitors 
or strangers, not even court officials or mem- 
bers of the royal family, have been admitted, 
sentinels and gendarmes having been sta- 
tioned all around with the most peremptory 
orders from the king to prevent any one hav- 


| ing. access to the pagoda without his permis- 


sion in writing. 

Of course these orders have given rise to 
all sorts of gossip, some of it of an unsavory 
eharacter, with regard to the object of the 
pagoda and of the king’s reason for shroud- 
ing it with mystery. King Leopold has only 
himself, however, to thank for these rumors, 
which he could easily set at rest by allowing 
‘some of his subjects, at any rate, to see the 
interior of the pagoda as he has arranged 
it since its completion. 

That he should have spent such an im- 
mense sum of money upon a fad of this kind 
at a moment when his daughter, Stephanie, is 
suing him for the payment of her annua! al- 
lowance of $10,000 a year and when he leaves 
his elder daughter, Princess Louise, a prey to 
her creditors, whose persecution has been the 
origin of all her troublea, indicates that this 
pagoda fad of the king is so pronounced as 
to almost deserve the name of a mania. 


The name of De Vere occupies so much of 
the attention of the American public in con- 
nection with the amazing frauds of Mrs. 
Chadwick that it may be as well to mention 
that there is no relation whatsoever between 
her and old Sir Stephen de Vere, whd has just 
died in Lreland at Foynes island, his place in 
County Limerick, at the age of nearly 04. 
Sir Stephen, an elder brother of the Irieh 
poet, Aubrey de Vere, was for near half a 


| century one of the most prominent figuree in 


Irish life and politics, and it is the experi- 
ences which he acquired on a voyage to this 
country in connection with the Irish famine 
of 1847 that cauged him to start the agitation 
which resulted ineffective legislation against 
those sinister engines of destruction, the so- 
called coffin shipa.’’ 

Sir Stephen and his brother, the late Au- 
brey de Vere, were such courtly old fellows 
and personified to eo great a 


© name of De 
Vere came to them by adoption rather than 
by direct inheritance. The family was found- 
ed by one of Cromwell's soldiers in Irelandof 
the name of Hunt, who married Jane de Vere, 
granddaughter of the earl of Oxford anda 
member of the noble English house of De 
Vere, long since extinct, of which Lord Ox- 
ford was the chief. It was one.of the de- 
scendants of thie Cromweliian soldier and of 
Jane de Vere who, on marrying the sister of 
the first Lord Limerick, dropped thename of 
Hunt and assumed that of his De Vere an- 
cestreas, being eubsequently created a baro- 
net, and it ie his grandson, the fourth baro- 
net, who hes just died, without issue, the 
baronetcy becoming extinct, the estates 
passing, however, to his grand nephew, Au- 
brey O’Brien, who probably will now in turn 
assume the name of De Vere. .

NEWS OF THE THEATERS. 


A Wonderful Pianist. 

How fond the great Spirit of Music must 
be of Viadimir de Pachmann! The tribute 
he brings her is ever one of beauty and of 
giadness. And she at times must so long for 
just this kind of homage, for she has to re- 
ceive so much that is solerhn and ugly from 
many of the devotees who think they serve 
her. As I came out of the Music hall yes- 
terday afternoon I passed one dried up speci- 
men of the musical masculine—a man to 
whom the exact value of a dot placed affer 
a. thirty-seco note is of more importance 
than is the whole poetic content of a Chopin 
nocturne—and he was just saying to his com- 
panion that “ Pachmann so seriously de- 
tracts from the dignity of musical art by his 
antics.”

All long visaged, all ponderous, all faultiess- 
ly correct, and all deadly duil. 

They have forgotten, if ever they knew, 
that music is a spirit of Joy and radiant 
loveJiness. Those who have been her mighti- 
est prophets and best servitors have known 
the exaltation of happiness, have felt the.

1899 there were 788,287 qualified voters in the 
country, of whom only 369,662 voted. 

The Swiss federal government cannot main- 


-tain a standing army. Only the cantons can 


have troops in time of peace, and they can- 
not have more than300each. The Swiss gov- 
ernment, like that of Germany and unlike 
that of the United States, does not have 


special courts to construe and special officials — 


to execute its laws in every part of the nation, 
but intrusts much of the executive and judi- 
cial business of the federation to officials of 
the cantons. This is especially true of juél 
cial business. The cantons choose ther 
judges and fix their qualifications as they 
please, and their courts are courts of first 
resort for almost all cases. Appeal may, 
however, be taken in important cases, in- 
volving questions of either public or private 
law, to the federal court. This court is com- 
posed of nine judges, who are elected by the 
federal assembly for a term of three years 
Cases involving rights or duties of the federal 
government or its officials—" administrative 
cases,” as they are usually calléd—are tried 
by the federal council, from which appe@ 
lies to the federal assembly. s.

It was the only program not purely Chopin 
which Pachmann had offered here this sea- 
gon. It contained nothing “ big,”’ but every 
number as played by him was a veritaBle 
gem. ‘The Mozart *‘ Turkish March ” sonata 
headed the Hst. It was a masterpiece in 
technical clarity, tonal loveliness, and mu- 
sical brightness ag Pachmann played ft, and 
he began im it to express his complete gsat- | 
isfaction with its beauty and the beauty of 
his rendition of it. The Beethoven “ Lost 
Groschen”’ rondo lacked the “fury” sup- 
posed to lie hidden in it. It was made a 
humoresque, just as the program character- 
ized it, and was wonderfully given. 

The Mendelssohn C major “ Song Without 
Words,”’ which Paderewski revived here a 
few seasons ago with such success, was vir- 
tually sung on the instrument, and the Schu- 
miann “ Bird as Prophet” in the Henselt ar- 
rangement, and the same master’s 
“Warum ” were tonal poems as treated by 
the fleet fingered player. Then came the 
Schubert “ Hungarian” Moment Musical, 
bright and clear as spring sunshine from 
the land of its origin, and the “ Hark, Hark, 


the Lark,” which Was a true morning sere- 


nade, taken at the crisp, joyous tempo it 
shouki be, while all the matin atmosphere 
ornamentation which the fancy of Liszt 
placed about it was made light and-rediant 
It was a wonderful performance, and the 
audience tried to compel its repetition, but 
Pachmann was having such a good time him~ 
ry ‘that he wanted to keep right on, and he 
did so. 

The Weber Rondo in E flat was played in 
most brilliant manner, and yet with an ease 
and poetic beauty thet made thought of 
technique impossible. Then came Chopin— 
the D flat nocturne, wordrously dreamed 
out on the piano; two waltzes, both marvels 
of Chopin interpretation; the Funeral March, 
and four of the etudes, played as only Pach-

mannecan play them. Pianists may come and 
pianists may go, but none will give these 
tone poem studies of Chopin as does he. 

The audience was wildly enthusiastic, and 
Pachmann returned, and, announcing the 
Liszt “Rigoletto Fantasie,”’ proceeded to 
play the hackneyed number with so much 
of bravour, euch dazzling technical sp.endor, 
and so much of poetic imagination and fan- 
tasy that it seemed an improvisation of the 
moment. It was a masterpiece in plano 
playing.

BREAD MUST HAVE “BIG” LABELS 


City Sealer Quiny Bis Poat- 
tion and Decides to Batgres 
the Ordinance. 


City Sealer James A. Q A. Quinn said last night 
that he would enforce the * big bread label ” 
ordinance if the aldermen really desired it. 

This was a capitulation from Quinn's posi- 
tion on Saturday, when he deciared that the 
measure made bakers the prey of “ graftets ”’ 
and he would not require them to use any- 
thing but a small iabe) designating the num- 
ber of ounces in bread Weighing lems than 6 
pound. 

The large label is declared to be designed 
in the interest of the public and under the 
present ordinance is required on all loaves 
weighing less than sixteen ounces. Recently 
the bakers secured passage of an ordinance 
providing for a smaller tag label. It was 
found that with no difference in the labels the 
bakers were making no more pound loaves 
and the new law was repealed. 

That the bakers dre determined to fight the 
big label as unconstitutional wag indicated 


when one of them said they would not comply | 


with the ordinance and if any of their number 
was arrested they would let -_ case in the 
highest court.
